STRIKE MOVEMENT A FAILURE. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10—The out- 


.ook is much less threatening today, the 
general strike promising to collapse 
within a few days. The appeal made to 
the country to join in tho movement 
met with no response and the dissensions 
i the workmen's council are increasing. 
It is now apparent that extremists 


took the decision to "order a general po- 
litical strike hastily and without due 
preparation in the belief that the whole 
country would rise at their'bidding and 
continue the 
revolutionary movement. 


Having once demonstrated the power of 
.. general strike as a. weapon with which 
to'terrorize the government the leaders 
believed they could invoke it at a. mo- 
ment's notice, but 
popular sympathy 


failed to respond and the leaders are re- 
luctantly compelled to admit that they 
cannot force a last ditch fight, but must 
content themselves with calling tho pres- 
ent strike a "demonstration." While the 
organized v/orkmcn o£ St. Petersburg 
obeyed the order to strike many did so 
gvumblingly. In the face of the winter 
and the necessity of providing for their 
families many of them did not want to 
stop work.

CRY WAS PREMATURE.

Messenger appeared this morning, but 
the printers, of each newspaper them- 
selves published lly sheets announcing 
that the strike was for the purpose of 
abolishing the state of siege, the death 
penalty and martial law throughout Po- 
land. It is now definitely established 
that the cry set up by the socialist lead- 
ers against the execution of the Cron- 
stadt mutineers was premature as their 
trials have not yet actually begun.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10.—A spec 


ial meeting of the cabinet with Emperor 
.Nicholas presiding is being held this af- 
ternoon at Tsarskoc-Selo to consider the 
situation. 
This is the first meeting of 


the cabinet held under the direct presi- 
dency of his majesty since the creation 
of a responsible ministry. The emperor, 
who arrived at thy palace at Tsarskoe- 
PpJo lfi!»t night from Pcterhof. called to- 
day's meeting upon Count Witte's sug- 
gestion. 


Yesterday's meeting of the ministers 


at Count Witte's residence in the annex 
oi the winter paUiee wus prolonged until 
3 o'clock this morning. After it ended 
Count Witte decided to make a. personal 
appeal to lae workmen and drafted the 
following which was sen: today to the 
factories, mill* and other works and post- 
ed throughout the industrial section: 


VVITTK'S API'EAT,. 


"Brother Workmen: Get to your 


work. Cease making disturbances and 
have pity on your wives and children. 
Do not listen tn bad advice. 
The em- 


peror has ordered us to devote special 
attention to the labor fjucstion. For this 
purpos" his majesty has created a min- 
istry of trade and commerce, which must 
especially seek to establish ju.st relations 
between workmen and employers. Have 
patidhce. 
All that is riossiblc will be 


done for you. Listen to the advice of a 
man who sympathizes with 
you 
and 


wishes you well. 


"(Signed.) 
Witte." 


GRKKTED WITH RIDICULE. 


When the above appeal was read to the 


workmen ;>t the Westinghouse works the 
leaders rejdied: 


"Witte promises us a soft bed, but in 


the meantime we must sleep on a hard 
one." 


Like the workmen of other factories 


the \Vestinghouse employes informed the 
manager that the strike would proceed 
until Saturday, when it would be decided 
whether to continue it or call it off. 


PANIC OX THE T30URSE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10, 4:20 p. 


rn.—A panic prevailed on the bourse to- 
day as the result of a rumor that the 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaivitch, com- 
mander of the imperial guards had been 
appointed military dictator. There was 
a stampede of holders of industrial 
stocks who hastened to unload. Gov- 
ernment lotteries fell 2o points to 400 
and imperial fours dropped to S3'/2, u 
lower poitit than touched at any time 
during the war. 


M. Vouech. chief of Witte's chancel- 


-lory, authorized the Associated 
Press 


•«:<itivc]y to deny tlie rumor that a die- 
'ator had been appointed. He also de- 
'•lured thath it had not been decided to 
•leclare martial law in St. Petersburg. 


TO GET PUBLIC OPINION. 


M. Veouch added: 
"Happily matters have not reached 


such a desperate stage. For the mo- 
ment, the government is waiting to see 
what will be the popular response not 
only in St. Petersburg but throughout 
the country to the appeal for a general 
strike, instigated by the social demo- 
crats. Since the former general strike 
the emperor's reform manifesto has been 
issued and it is necessary for the govern- 
ment to understand clearly how far the 
people and public opipion supports such 
a movement before reaching a decision 
as to the course to pursue." 


NO CHOICE FOR GOVERNMENT. 
While neither a dictatorship nor mar- 


tial law for St. Petersburg or Russia 
proper has been decided upon there is no 
doubt that the Witte cabinet has been 
already compelled to consider the possi- 
bility of the government being driven to 
extreme measures. The attiture of the 
moderates who naturally would be ex- 
pected to support the government at 
such a crisis leaves the government un- 
less it is prepared to immediately con- 
voke a constituent assembly based on 
universal suffrage, no choice between the 
anarchy which the revolutionists are 
trying to create, and repression. 


CLEMENCY FOR.ilUTINEEES. 


Rumors are circulating this afternoon 


that the emperor will extend clemency 
to' tivc rjrcut majority of the Crunstadt 


mutineers and that the ukase on the 
land question will be issued tonight. 


There 
was an immense meeting of 


workmen and Polish sympathizers nt the 
new theater on the Moika canal this af- 
ternoon. The building was crowded to 
suffocation and despite the snowstorm 
an overflow meeting was held outside. 


ONLY ASK AUTONOMY. 


Members of 
the Polish 
delegation 


spoke, but in a very temperate tone, 
declaring that Poland did not seek sep- 
aration knowing that an independent 
Poland would be an easy prey for Ger- 
many. They wanted and believed they 
were entitled to autonomy and asked 
for the aid and co-operation of all be- 
lievers in the principle of sel-f-govern- 
nicnt. 


At 5 o'clock this .afternoon the elec- 


tric lights failed and the city was plung- 
ed in darkness. The population of the 
capital is again compelled to rely on can- 
dles and kerosene. 


The_ Moscow railroad employes joined 


in the strike today. 


MAY ASK BIG DAMAGES 


Relatives ol Late Wm. Tufnel 


Likely to Sue T. M. E. R, & 


L. Co. for $5,000. 


It is reported today that the relatives 


of William Tufnel, former motorman of 
tuc Milwaukee Electric Railway &. Light 
Co., killed at South Milwaukee last fall, 
will commence suit for $5,000 damages. 
Consultations are understood to have 
been held with the officers of the com- 
pany, with a view of settlement, but all 
the company wanted to allow was tho 
funeral expenses of the dead man. 


Mr. Tufnel was one of the'most prom- 


inent employes of the railway company 
and one of the oldest motormen and 
conductors. When running his car from 
Racine to Milwaukee one day last sum- 
mer, there was trouble with the wires. 
He mounted the top of the car, received 
a shock from a wire, was thrown to the 
ground and sustained injuries from which 
he died some hours after. 


The cause of the accident is attribut- 


ed to negligence on the part of the rail- 
way company. Mr. Tufnel left a widow 
and child. 


CITY OF BELOIT SAVED $6,000 


Assemblyman Hell's Measure Helped Out 


the City Treasury. 


At the last session of the legislature, 


Assemblyman William Bell introduced a 
bill providing among other things, that 
tho city of RiJcine might contract for 
public work, such RS sewers, sidewalks, 
etc. The bill was intended to head off 
contractors who might conspire to com- 
bine and raise the prices of work. In 
that event the city had the right to 
reject any and all bids and to perform 
the work itself. 


By this means it was believed that a 


great deal of money could at times be 
saved to the city. The bill became a law. 
Today Assemblyman Bell received a let- 
ter from W. 0. Hanson, assemblyman 
from the third district of Rock county, 
informing him of how the bill worked in 
Beloit. 
On one contract for sewers $4,- 


000 was saved by the city doing the work 
and upon another job of street work, 
$2,000 was saved the city. Contractors 
had combined to boost the prices and the 
city rejected the bids.

m.—A false emperor lias suddenly iiiade 
his appearance near Penza and already 
his 
followers number 50,000. This is 


the startling report received this after- 
noon in a. dispatch 
from 
Simbirsk. 


Penza is in the heart of the vast region 
extending westward 
from 
the Volga 


where agrarian 
uprisings on a large 


scale have been occurring and if the re- 
port turns out to be true that the pre- 
tender to the throne has placed himself 
at the head oi the peasantry the govern- 
ment will soon face besides its other 
troubles a formidable agrarian, rebelli ^n. 
It required a year to suppress the fam- 
ous rebellion led by Pugaticheff who im- 
personated the dethroned and murdered 
Peter HI in the time of Catherine II. 
That uprising was started in the same 
region, on the banks ol the Volga. 


STRIKE MOVEMENT A FAILURE. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 16.—The out- 


look is much less threatening today, the 
general strike promising to 
collapse 


within a few days. The appeal made to 
the country to join in the movement 
met with no response and the dissensions 
in the workmen's council are increasing. 


It is now apparent that extremists 


took the decision to order a general po- 
litical strike hastily and without due 
preparation in the belief that the whole 
country would rise at their bidding and 
continue the 
revolutionary movement. 


Having once demonstrated the power of 
a general strike as a weapon with which 
to terrorize the government the leaders 
believed they could invoke it at a mo- 
ment's notice, but 
popular sympathy 


failed to respond and the leaders are re- 
luctantly compelled to admit that they 
cannot forco a, last ditch fight; but must 
content themselves with culling the pres- 
ent strike a "demonstration." While the 
organized workmen of St. 
Petersburg 


obeyed the order to strike many did so 


rumblingly. In the face, of the winter 


and the necessity of providing for their 
families many of them did not want to- 
stop work. 
At the Russo-American 


Rxibber works this morning anti-strikers 
beat off and drove a,way .a strike depu- 
tation which came to order the workmen 
out. 


CRY WAS PREMATURE. 


None of the papers except the Official 


Messenger appeared this morning, but 
the printers of each newspaper them- 
selves published lly sheets announcing 
that the strike w.as for the purpose of 
abolishing the state of siege, the death 
penalty and martini law throughout Po- 
and. 
It is now definitely established 


that the cry set up by the socialist lead- 
ers .against the execution of the Cron- 
stadt mutineers was premature as their 
trials have not yet actually begun. 


The snowstorm which began last night 


is still raging today. There arc many 
patrols in the streets, but the city is 
quiet.

By various deceptions and misrepresen- 


tations, Mr. Hansen was prevailed upon 
to sign an application, which purported 
to lie for <i handsome tourists' guide. 
Later on a draft came to the First Na- 
tional bank of this city for $350, from 
Niagara Falls, New York, payable to 
ono Boyrl- There was no account of Mr. 
Hanson in the First National bank and 
the draft was sent to.the Commercial & 
Savings bank, where he had money de- 
posited and the draft TV.W honored. 


When Mr. Harden camo homo and was 


informed of the draft he denied having 
made it, but when shown the paper ad- 
mitted it was his signature, but desired 
to have it Icept quiet. 


Of course the bank charged the $350 


to his account. 
The plaintiff contends 


that the draft should not have been paid 
and that the First National ought to 
have reported no funds. 


The case came to a sudden end this af- 


ternoon when the defendant, The Com- 
mercial & Savings hank presented a rati- 
fication signed by Haiisen which he had 
forgotten having; signed, releasing 
the 


bank. 
On motion of the plaintiff's at- 


torney the case was immediately dismiss- 
ed. 


NOT SUFFICIENT EVIDENCE 


Cannot: bo Proven TImt Mr, Kime Wrote

Thf capital stock is $1,000,000 of which 
fi.OOO shares are preferred stock and 5,000 
shares common stock. 


The company at once built a large fac- 


tory at Western Union Junction, after- 
ward changed to Corliss. 
It gave the 


town a. boom, and from 
a cross road 


whero train robbers formerly operated, 
it became a place of over 1,000 people. 
Thij Brown Corliss people purchased over 
1.200 acres of land, and the Brown Cor- 
liss Improvement company was organiz- 
ed and 100 .small homes were built. The 
surrounding country was given over to 
the growth of sugar beets. 


The company employed over 150 ex- 


pert mechanics, paid the highest wages. 
ancl made contract's for the building of 
a large operation of the factory night 
nnd day.

AMUEL. L. CLEMENS, known 


the world over as Mark Twain, 
will on Nov. 30 complete the 
Scriptural age allotment of 


threescore years and ton. That does 
not mean, however, that he has been 
dlsqualitled from the further pursuit ot 
his peculiar calling or that the fountain 
from which has issued such a constant 
and copious stream of quaint and legi- 
timate humor has ceased to ilow. Man- 
kind will not have <t so, and there is 
abundant evidence that Mr. Clemens is 
with the majority in that matter. 
Nevertheless, he is by no means ob- 


tuse to the wisdom of setting his 
worldly house in order, but even that 
must be done humorously. One of the 
steps which seemed to Mr. Clemens to 
ufford a ilt preliminary to this final 
mundane adjustment -was the editing 
of his obituaries, which he did three 
years ago in a manner which lett no 
doubt that he was fully competent. 
One of the most ludicrous features of 
that side splitting performance was the 
appeal to the press for access to its 
standing obituaries, with the privilege 
of editing—not their facts, but their 
verdicts. 
An account of Mark Twain in his 


various homes would be a theme rich 
enough for a volume of absorbing in- 
terest. It -would be a miniature pano 
rama of American scenery, men and 
women and customs, north and south, 
cast and west, at one extreme pioneer- 
ing and frontier life, at the other the 
wealth and culture of centuries. 
It 
would be a comprehensive exhibit of 
American character, life, manners and 
custom!) such as no other American 
author save Mark Twain would be 
able to set forth. 
Born in the little village of Florida, 


Mo., Nov. 30, 1835, he was at thirteen 
apprenticed to a printer in Hannibal, 
Mo., at sixteen becoming a pilot's "cub" 
and, when he had "learned the river," 
abandoning the business and return- 
ing to the types .and thereafter work- 
ing at the case in St. Louis, Cincinnati,

fornia, correspondent in the Sandwich 
Islands, editor In Buffalo and then finally

observer. Mark Twain is the true cos- 
mopolitan, almost equally at home in 
all places, exhibiting throughout his 
long career the frontiersman's ability 
to land anywhere on his feet. 


In "Roughing It" Mr. Clemens has 


described one of his early homes, tho 
cabin in a mining camp.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—At least five 


persons were burned to death in an Ital- 
ian tenement house fire at 22l4East Sev- 
enty-third street today. The house was 
six floors high and the sleeping tenants 
on the five upper floors were made pris- 
oners by flame with the ground floor a 
roaring furnace beneath them. Three of 
those who lost their lives were kneeling 
in prayer when the fire reached them. 


OF INCENDIARY ORIGIN? 


Within the first hour after the fire 


was under control the bodies of three 
Women and two men had been taken 
from the stairways between the second 
and third floors. The police believe that 
the fire was started by ail incendiary. 
It began in a heap of rubbish at the bot- 
tom of an air shaft, and spread through 
the interior of a grocery store on the 
ground floor. 


OFFICER SAVES LIVES.- •' .-'; : 


A policeman was the first person to 


see the fire just as it had begun to. creep 
up the air shaft. He ran into the build; 
ing, pounding on the hall doors' all th'd 
way up to the sixth floor to waken "the 


• tenants. The fire followed him so swift- 
ly that when he reached the toj) floor he 
was obliged to send the tenants tne^ 
out 
to the fire escapes to 
akv'd ' them 


from 
suffocation. .Within a few' 
'• mo- 


ments more all thci floors belo«":the"iire 
escapes were packed with persons whom 
the flames had cut off from escape by the 
interior stairways. 


KNEELING IN PRAYER. 


When the fire department arrived with 


its ladders nearly every one on the fire 
escapes was kneeling in prayer. Adding 
to the pathos of the scene was the ac- 
tion of the men who stood with their 
anus full of personal possessions while 
their wives fought unaided to protect 
the children from being trampled by the 
crowd or suffocated by smoke.
